C racksm en Frightened Away

and Inserted a nitro glycerin tube, 
but

Coming of Age 
When the jumbled fragments of the American 
film Industry are assembled some day in the cogent 
entity there will be prominent mention, assuredly, 
of this period when an eminent critic can say that 
moving pictures are coming of age. 
The statement 
was made a few days ago In an address by Dr. Fran­ 
cis D. Tyson of the University of Pittsburgh before 
the conference of the National Board of Review of 
Motion Pictures. 
Strangely enough, at a time when an experimental 
social organisation in Russia is stressing the im­ 
portance of motion pictures as a molding influence, 
little attention has been given in a general way to 
the possibilities of the highly developed film Indus­ 
try in the United States. 
More than in any other 
country, Anteri caff picture makers have mastered the 
technical necessities of their industry. 
On such a 
basis, It is probable that they will be the first to 
become efficient craftsmen in developing of mo­ 
tion pictures to a point where they will take equal 
rank with literature and the best stage drama as 
tools in the neverending work of cultural advance­ 
m ent 
Speculating on the probabilities of the future, how­ 
ever, the observer instinctively fights shy of any 
suggestion of deliberate manipulation of moving pic­ 
ture euierta*inmeut for social purposes. There is no 
relish for pictures whose Ideas are planted in the 
public mind with deliberate intent- 
Rather, the film 
industry will be encouraged to continue a function 
which it has been performing within limitation-—the 
reflection of all phases of national life as entertain­ 
ment, with the deduction of moral lessons contin­ 
uing as a voluntary audience reaction. 
Increasing difficulties of pleasing audiences that 
Are outgrowing shallow entertainment have increas­ 
ed tho status of moving picture entertainment meas­ 
urably inside the last year. Stated another way, the 
pictures cannot come of age until picture audiences 
come of age. 
In their support of Dims which do 
something more than assemble slapstick episodes in 
feature-length presentations there is real encourage­ 
ment. 
Growth is not obvious, because everyone is 
participating in it. 
Only a slight perspective is 


in the oriental situation remain unchanged, it might 


be well to add color to what already is colorful by 


substitution of an adjective in the Open Door policy. 


By replacing “open’* with “swinging,'’ understanding 


could be aided materially by a clearer realization of 


what inevitably happens to the Open Door when it 
becomes a controversial point among nations. 


Twenty-three years ago Theodore Roosevelt wrote, 
in reply to a query by President Taft: “The Open 


Door policy in China was an excellent thing, and I 
hope It will be a good thing in the future, so far as it 


can be maintained by general diplomatic agreem ent; 


but- as has beeu proved by the whole history of 


Manchuria, alike under Russia and under Japan, the 


Open Door policy, as a m atter of fact, completely dis­ 


appears as soon as a powerful nation determines to 


disregard it, and is willing to run the risk of war 
rather than forego its Intention.” 
It will be beneficial to Americans who try to under­ 
stand their nation a affairs abroad to realise that tho 
Open Door policy la concerned with maintenance 
of trade and economic opportunity. 
It la, In short, 
an agreement dictated by the theoretically enlighten­ 
ed selfishness of nations wishing to be agreeable 
to each other In the course of economic activities in 
China. 
It la a door kept open by the passage of 
commerce during time of harmony. It follows that 
when harmony fails, the door Inevitably begins to 
waver in a closing direction. 
It clones more easily 
than it opens, and when its closing is supported by 
a government willing to fight, the cost of holding 
It open automatically becomes prohibitive. There is j 
much in Theodore Roosevelt’s practical philosophy 
that may be useful In impending events.

Work for Yourself 
Every unemployed man, unless 
handicapped by 
physical infirmity, can earn a considerable part of 
Hie living for himself and family next summer by 
working for himself. 
The financial Independence of the farmer, even in 
a time when he bears a large part of the economic 
unrest, is based on the fact that be provides a con 
siderable part of his own food and that of his family 
by his own labors. 
The city man can do the same 
thing to a considerable extent. 
There are thousands of acres of untilled land In or 
near East Liverpool 
Much of It has been made 
available for use and other land is to be had for 
the asking. Gardening is such a simple m atter that 
even those who know nothing about the raising of 
vegetables can learn quickly. 
There are plenty of 
people who will be glad to advise the novice. 
There is no more healthful activity than garden­ 
ing on a moderate scale. 
It gets the gardener out 
Into the open air and sunshine and it calls into play 
the whole lay out of muscles. Even though the tan­ 
gible returns were negligible the Cultivation of a 
garden would still pay dividends to the otherwise 
Idle man by keeping him In condition. 
A surprising amount of food, however, can be rais­ 
ed on a small plot of land. 
It is possible for the 
beginner with no more tools than a spade and hoe 
to raise enough supplies to provide his family with 
fresh vegetables of the summer and to harvest a sur­ 
plus for winter storage. 
Most of the garden crops 
can be preserved in one way or another for use after 
the growing season is ended and in every city there 
are individuals or organizations competent and will­ 
ing to give advice on such a question.

43,000 Teachers Affected. 
The 
condition 
affects 
43,000 
teachers and 1,300,000 pupils. 
To its statewide questionnaire, 
the state department of education 
received detailed replies from 600 
county districts. 78 cities and 24 ex­ 
empted villages—villages with 3,000 
to 5,000 population. Those below 
the minimum population are class­ 
ed as county districts, all above 
the maximum as cities.
